S there any garment nicer for kiddie* 
these hot days than a romper suit 
It 
is so comfy and so cool, and does away 
with all necessity for undergarments. 
It’s 
easy to put on, and easy to take off from 
the little body worn out with making sand 
Dies on the beach or playing in the meadow. 
there is no way of dressing a child that 
means more comfort to the mother, either, 
for it reduces laundry bills wonderfully 
and is. moreover, one of the cheapest pieces 
of wearing apparel that can be made. 
In these sensible days there is a pro­ 
nounced fashion of dressing little girls in 
rompers as w'ell as their small brother* 
(or mothers realize that it i6 not wise to

asures of free play simply 90 they will 
p themsleves looking clean. 
This romper pattern is especially de­ 
sirable because it is so simple that you 
ran make it in less than an hour. and the 
material can be bought for twenty cents 
and less. 
As you see the rompers picturedhcre.they 
arr made of butcher s linen with the edges 
scalloped. 
This trimming is pretty and 
gives that touch of care which always sets 
Dff a child’s garment so well, but the scal­ 
lops are not necessary. 
Bands of con­ 
trasting material on the neck and sleeve 
?dges make a good finish, and can be done 
in much less time. 
In the front view blue 
chambray is trimmed with plaid gingham. 
and in the back view tan color is trimmed 
with brow'n. 
You can make endless varia­ 
tions of the pattern. 
You can vary the 
neck by cutting it round instead of square, 
and this is perhaps a little easier to trim 
and finish. Butcher’s linen is a good white 
material, but the chambrays and checked 
ginghams are cheaper and just as pretty, 
galatea makes a sturdy garment that will 
resist rough play and you can get ma­ 
terial that will give satisfaction for five 
and ten cents a yard. 
If ypu haven’t a good cutting table, press 
the dining table into service. 
Lay your 
material out flat and pin the pattern to 
it. 
You will find that the rompers them­ 
selves consist of only tw*o pieces. 
The 
belt, the pockets and knee bands are sepa­ 
rate, but the entire body portion and the 
front of the legs are cut in one piece, and 
the back of the legs in another. 
For a four-year-old child, you can cut 
the rompers, belt and all, from three yards 
*nd a half of goods, twenty-seven inches 
wide; or from two yards thirty-six inches 
^ide. 


Fold your material crosswise so that you 
can cut tw’o thicknesses at once and lay 
the large portions of the pattern on the 
goods, with the line of large perforations 
rn each on the straight of the goods. 
The 
Dockets are cut with the upper edges on 
-he crosswise thread and the belt has the 
edge marked with triple crosses on a fold 
of the goods. 
The knee bands are cut on 
die lengthwise of the goods. 
If you are 
making the trimmings out of another goods 
than the body of the rompers, you will 
need three-quarters of a yard of goods, 
but if you piece the belt in back, a half 
yard will be enough. 
Mark all the notches, perforations and 
mosses with a chalk or pencil. 
Remember 
that double crosses mean gathers. 
Cut 
nut. allowing three-eighths of an inch all 
inXi’tid for seams. 
Now we are ready to sew up the seams. 
Vou will want to make the rompers the 
fastest way, and therefore the scams will 
be French felled. 
That is, you sew them up 
first with the seam on the right side, then 
you cut the edge of the goods close to the 
teams and turn the garment wrong sideout.

A Romper is the most sensible garm ent for play, whether in the city or at the seashore. 


Crease the seams and sew again with a 
seam wide enough to catch in all the 
threads of the goods. 
The pieces all fit exactly and there is no 
need to baste. 
Join the back of the big 
portions of the rompers to the front por­ 
tions with the double notches meeting. 
Now pin the two front and back por­ 
tions together, single notches and triple 
notches meeting. 
Stitch the seam as you 
did the leg seams, first on the right, then 
on the wrong side. 
You will find that 
there are extensions on the front of the 
leg portions, and the next step is to turn 
these under on the perforation and to 
turn the edges of the backs under on the 
perforations. 
Then stitch all these turn- 
ins for hems. 
W ash goods crease so ca-ily 
that you will only need to fold it and press 
it with the fingers, and basting will not be 
required unless you are a beginner at 
sewing. 


Bring the under-arm and s le e v e edges 
together on the right side with the notches 
meeting and French fell the seam. 
Now 
the rompers have taken complete shape. 


There is a line of perforations near each 
back edge. 
Turn the material down on 
these and turn the edge under a quarter 
of an inch to matte strong hems. 
Finish 
the lower edges of the backs with tiny 
hems, taking up ju'.t the seam allowance. 
Now' gather the low’er edges of the legs 
between the double crosses and join them 
to the knee bands. 
First seam the leg 
K 
rtion to one long qrige, then fold the 
nd in the center and stitch it into place 
to make a neat finish. 


One of the features of these rompers is 
the fact that the leg portions are open at 
the side for their entire length, so we must 
provide buttons and button holes for the 
closing, but we will first put on the belt. 
Gather betw’een double crosses and join 
to one long edge of the belt, bringing the 
notches in the belt at the hemmed edge. 
Fold the belt on the perforations and 
stitch the second edge into place. 
Turn 
the seam allowance on the remainder of 
the belt under and stitch. 
Now we are ready for the buttons and 
button holes. 
Work a button hole in the 
center back of the belt and in each side 
just back of the opening, and sew buttons 
on the ba* ks of the rompers to correspond. 
Work button holes in the hem on the right 
side of the back and sew buttons on the 
left. 
Then work button holes at the back 
edge of each opening and one in each knee 
band and sew buttons on the front. 
Gut the trimming material on the bias, 
in strips two inches wide. 
Apply over the 
neck and sleeve edges and if the neck is 
square, mitre it at the corners. 
Stitch on 
both edges. 
When this is done the rompers are really 
complete, as the pockets are not necessary, 
but their addition makes each kiddie so 
happy that almost every mother will w-ant 
them. 
Fold the upper edges under on the 
perforations and turn the amount you 
nave allowed for seams under on all the 
other edges. 
Arrange one pocket over the 
left side of the body portion with the upper 
edge on the perforations and stitch into 
place. 
But slip the romjx'rs on the little 
chap before placing the lower pocket.

must be at just the right height, and ar­ 
range it w’here it will be the most con­ 
venient. 
The leg portions can be opened out when 
the rompers are to be washed and ironed, 
but it is not necessary to open them en­ 
tirely every time they are donned. 
The 
belt buttons to the back and w'hen the 
sides and back are buttoned into place, 
everything is neat and secure. 
It will 
hardly take as much time to do the work 
a-i it h as to read these directions, and you 
will have shapely, well-fitting rompers for 
only a few' cents. 
Scalloped edge* are very fashionable and 
they really do not mean much work, for 
we use heavy embroidery* thread for the 
purpose and it fills up rapidly. 
Figured, 
striped and plaid materials are prettier 
trimmed with plain goods, but a plain 
gingham or butcher’s linen is very attrac­ 
tive with the scalloped edges and, while it 
will add a little time to the making, it is 
wrorth while if your lime is not too precious. 
Colored scallops on white are pretty, and

If you like to finish the rompers just as 
they are shown in the large illustration, 
get a transfer pattern of scallops with 
dots, the kind that requires only the pass­ 
ing of a warm iron over it to stamp on 
your goo'h.

thread is good to use and you will be sur- 
pised to find how quickly the work can 
be dory*.
